Public opinion was being 
mobilized, to prevent what a 
London Daily Worker editorial set 
for Monday termed “our country 
becoming an agent of the Un- 
American Activities Committee.” 

A spokesman for “the British 
Communist paper said that there 
would be no lack of lawyers to 
defend Eisler and: argue that there 
is no precedent in British law for 
arresting anybody under such cire 
cumstances and on such charges. 

Philip Piratin, Communist, and 
John Platt-Mills, independent La- 
borite, announced that they would 
question the government on the 
Eisler case in the House of Com- 
mons tomorrow. 

Piratin plans .to challenge the 
Home Office to justify the arrest 
in view of Britain's traditional 
granting of asylum to political 
prisoners. Platt-Mills said he felt 
there was no power of extradition 
and would call the seizure of 
Eisler “close to an act of piracv.” 

Both said they would have the 
support of some Labor Party men 
and perhaps some Conservatjyes. 
POLAND'S STATEMENT 

The Polish Embassy, in a state- 
ment distributed at a noonhour 
press conference, declared: 

“. . . The Polish Embassy re- 
gards the action of British author- 
ities, accompanied by the repre- 
sentatives of the American Govern- 
ment, as a violation of the Polish 
sovereign flag, of the international- 
ly accepted principles of law and 
of order and human rights. .. . 
“The Polish Government takes 
a serious view of this intident.” 

The Polish Embassy disclosed in 
its statement that the Polish Gov- 
ernment had ordered the captain 
of the Batory to take Eisler to 
Poland. But, it said:

Because the writer believes 
the incident has significance be- 
yond the question of this individ- 
ual professor, he has written him 
the following letter.] 

My- Dear Professor: 

The more I think of our con- 
versation last week, the more 
alarmed I grow. If you will permit

You said you “don't like that

Democracy Knifed 
In India 


MME. VIJAYA LAKSHMI PANDIT, 
India’s new Ambassador to the United 
States, arrived in Washington the other 
day, and I see where she expressed the 


hope for closer American ties and better 
American understanding of the new India, headed 
by her brother, the famous Pandit Nehru. _Per- 
haps it would help such understanding if she 
would explain the meaning of some events in her 
country, whigh are described in the following 
letter, received by- a well- 
known American author, who 
has- asked me to make it 
public. ; . 

“In our country, the Com- 
munist newspapers have been 
totally gagged,” says the 
writer. “None of the dailies 
in any language are publish- 

‘ing. There used to be 10 
weeklies in Bengal; -each has 
had to stop after the first or 
second issue. The Commu- 
nist Party itself is banned in 

Bengal, and its central organ has- met the same 
fate. All over the country, a Security Act prevails, 
under which the police may arrest anyone they 
wish, and detain them without trial. 


“At least 95 percent of the active trade union 
workers are inside the jails, which has virtually 
outlawed the trade unions. But this did not 
satisfy the government and they have formed 
their own “national” unions, in which you will 
find notorious paid agents of the police. In the 
name of Gandhi and non-violence, they do every- 
thing to foil demands for higher wages or bet- 
ter conditions. Members of the Communisi-led 
unions have ‘faced stabbings and killings; what 
the “goon” squads fail to finish, the police will 
accomplish with batons, tear gas and bullets. But 
you will seldom find news of the massacres in 
the press... . 


“LAST MARCH 9, the railway, postal- and 
telegraph workers were to have launched a strike 
for higher wages and better conditions. One 
week before, indiscriminate arrests began. Among 
railwaymen alone, 3,000 were arrested, 100 were 

iled as a postal and telegraph workers. con- 
erence was.meeting at Madras. Some were taken 


as they stepped into the city; others before they. 


could leave the conference. In Calcutta and 
Madras, soldiers came out in armored cars. At 
this point, the Socialist Party léaders stabbed 
the workers in the back, and joined with the 
government. Two months earlier, precious young 
people had sacrificed their lives to force the 
withdrawal of Section 144, a law prohibiting 
meetings or processions. After. March 8, the law

Other questions 
dig into the federal worker's activities with the 
view of learning whether he was ever involved 
in anti-discrimination activity; whether he be- 
longs. to clubs or organizations that have both 
white and Negro members; does he go. to dances 
in which both Negroes and whites are admitted. 
Much of the questioning is on “morals.” 

Close inquiry is made on activity within the 
unio® and how the worker under the microscope 
lined up on controversial questions. 

Membership in the now disbanded National 
ew Congress or the International Workers 
Order is sure-fire evidence of “disloyalty” and 
grounds for dismissal. Hardest hit of the unions. 
in the field is the National Alliance of Postal 
Employes, an independent nearly all-Negro or- 
ganization, that has been actively fighting dis- 
crimination in the service. 

As is already evidertt, the “loyalty” pattern 
as applied to some 3,000,000 federal employ 
is fast being applied to state and manisteal 
workers and in private enterprise on the theory 
that it must go where government orders go. 
With 90 percent of those purged in the postal 
service Negroes and Jews, it isn't hard to see 
that the pattern of “Aryanism” is creeping up 
all America.

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WILLARD SAXBY TOWNSEND is the only Negro holding a seat on the Ci0’s 
executive committee. As president of the CIO United Transport Service Employes of 
America, Townsend, Since 1938, has risen rapidly in the ranks of organized labor. Since 


the end of World War IL 
Townsend's talents have beep 


turned to many chores in the 
cold war of the U. S. State De- 


- partment and the Pentagon gen- 


erals. CIO president Philip 
Murray has been able at the 
Sdme time to coyer. retreats on 
the Negro question with the 
presence and oratorical blasts 
of Townsend. Negro and white 
delegates who ee at conven- 
tions for a more vigorous pol- 
icy against anti-Negro barriers 
in industries and unions are used 
to hearing the red-baiting re- 
buttals of Delegate Townsend. 

In‘ fact, it has been said that, 
except for formal reports, these 
rebuttals seem to be his only 
function as a member of the 


. CIO's anti-discrimination com- 


mittee.

NOW the. gray-templed, 54- 
year-old Townsend has been 
handed a new assignment in the 
cold war. He has been charged 
with breaking—with the assist- 
ance of the R. J. Reynolds To- 


bacco Co.—the largest local un- 


ion in the. South—a union which 
was built in the main by Ne- 
gro women workers. Townsend 
has gone down to Winston-Sa- 
lem, N. C.,. where Local 22 of 
the CIO Food and Tobacco- 
workers Union successfully or- 
ized 10,000 workers in the 
Reynolds’ plant during’ the war. 
It seems that these workers, 
whom I ‘have seen in action, 
represent -a threat direct from 
Moscow to Townsend and Mur- 
ray. And why? Well, they 
have refused to bow to the klux- 
ish attitude of the CIO Textile 
Workers Union leaders, whose 
president, Emil Rieve,’ isa Mur- 
ray stalwart. They have re- 
to accept the exclusion of 
Negroes from elected offices in 
the state, dnd in 1946 spear- 


‘a movement which elect~ 


‘ed a Negro councilman in their 


: town for the first time since Re- 


construction. They stood for 


their democratic rights and sup-. 


ported the anti-jimerow pro- 
gram of Henry Wallace in the 
last Presidential elections. 


THE REYNOLDS tobacco 
workers did much more than 
get the best contract=after a 
sit-down ike — than tobacco 
workers eVer dreamed of get- 
ting. They also supported the 
struggles of the French’ and 
Italian workers against their 
pro-Marshall Plan employers 
and governments. They applied 
the simple logic of their own 
lives: The Reynolds company 
was for the Marshall Plan and 
against the workers. Reyno'ds 
had fought the tobacco work- 
ers from the start, using all the 
Bourbon racist tricks to smash 
their union.

Street and Lenox -Avenue, was 
sponsored by the United Carib- 
bean American Council, composed 
of 28 West India1, Negro, labor, 
and civic groups. 

Already passed. by the House, 
the bill, HR 199, restricting immi- 
gration of persons in any British 
colony or other dependent area 
to not more than 100 a year, af- 
fects 4,000,000 in the West In- 
dies. Other provisions, while es- 
tablishng Japanese and Chinese 
immigration rights, deprive the 
wives of Chinese-Americans and 
Filipino-Americans of quota-free 
Status. 


Principal speakers were Reps. 
Adam Clayton Powell (D-NY) and 
Vito Marcantonio (ALP-NY) who 
have led the. fight against the 
measure in Congress. 

Marcantonio pointed out that 
the bill was part of the reactionary 
drive to “divide people along color 
lines and takes the heat off the 
war plans.”

“Why, Mr. Eisler, of course,”| 
the spokesman said. He added 
that the "ticket was issued aboard 
ship on orders frgm the company's 
New York office. 

The spokesman said Scotland 
Yard men aboard the Batory, when 
they thought the crew might try 
to aid Eisler, threatened the Poles. 

One mystery, so far as is known 
here, is who informed American 
authorities Eisler was aboard the 
Batory. 

“We do not know but we are 
certainly making inquiries,”-a Pol- 
ish Embassy spokesman said, ex- 
plaining that the Batory’s captain 
wired his home office when he dis- 
covered Eisler. 

British legal authorities will de- 
cide tomorrow whether the charges 
on which the United States wants 
Eisler are subject to extradition.

MARITAIN agrees with Sar- 
tre that man’s only function on 
earth is to choose between good 

,and evil. That is good Catholic 
doctrine. But -when Sartre gives 
no purpose for this freedom of 
choice and leaves the individual 
in a morass of hopelessness and 
despair. Maritain seeks to call a 
halt to Sartre's preaching. Be- 

’ cause he sees the menace to the 
Catholic church in the influence 
Sartre may have on middle-class 
intellectuals by his creation: of a 
new theology of nihilism. 


Maritain therefore first proves 
that Sartre’s doctrine is only a 
variant. of the Catholic philos-

tain seeks to convince the read- 
er of the innate existence of the

dividual. But he insists upon 

ing the world in which the 
individual's choice of good and 
evil. begin with God and end 
with God, instead of the noth- 
ingness propounded by Sartre.

ACCORDING to Maritain, 
God, the all-powerful, imbues 
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hilating to develop all the forms 
of degradation and corruption of 
being, that diyjne liberty mani- 
fests the sublimity of its omni- 
potence by drawing from this 
itself the higher good which it 
proposes, not for itself but for 
us. 


Thus the “degradation and 
corruption” of life become the 
necessary, unchangeable, eter- 
nal conditions through which 
man-has to pass to achieve a 
better world—not -here, but in 
some far-distant heaven. 


Because, as Maritain tells. his 
readers, “despite all the energies 
of goodness that flow through 
man, nature and history .. . ‘the 
whole world is in the power of 
the evil one, and the terrible, 
the incorruptible divine fair play 
leaves us to flounder in the 
mire.” ,

THUS MARITAIN’S man has 
only this to comfort him, that: 

A sense is given to our mis- 
erable condition; and it is sure- 
ly this which counts most.

Maritain here unwittingly lays 
bare the totality of despair that 
is the consent of Catholic phil- 
osuphy.

And for pro- 
gressives, the question is not sim- 
ply the matter of a job (in itself, 
however, no small thing); more 
than that, it js the question of 
remaining in the industry, and 
fighting for. one’s ideas in it 
through one’s political and cultural 
strength. To be forced into writing 
or directing a politically degrading 
program, a program harmful to 
the working-class, must be consid- 
ered a calculated risking of the in-

dividual’s use to. the working-class, 
comparable to the loss of an im- 
portant battle in a war. But war 
is many battles; and progressive, 
working as salaried radio employ- 
ees, have shown many times in the 
past that they, have been able to 
win substantial victories as projec- 
tors of the peoples’ dreams and 
demands.
